These services have been plann-~ 
ed carefully so that maximum benefit may be gained from each 
tax dollar. For instance, one clinic may serve many towns if 
the number of patients is small. On the other hand, when a 
service is needed in a town, we make every attempt to provide 
it. The understanding of how your health department serves 
your town is valuable information for you to have. Any time 
which you spend studying this report will be most well spent. 


I invite you to discuss this report with your friends and 
health officer, and I would welcome any impressions which 
you care to forward to me.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports submitt- 
ed to the people of Bridgewater presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1963. In the Department of Social Welfare’s pro- 
gram of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the 
costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess 
over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed 
against the town of settlement of the recipients of such care. 
Participation charges incurred by your community during the 
past year for each of these types of care were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $ 51.00 
Hospitalization Services $685.49 
Physician Services $ 83.40 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at 
the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred 
for the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the 
local and state agencies. Charges assessed against your com- 
munity for the former amounted to $604.67 and for the latter 
$2,477.93 for the year just closed. 


During 1963 assistance was granted to 12 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled prc- 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no 
town-by-town records are compiled for these categories, their 
benefits were available to all qualified residents.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is respectfully submitted the annual report of 
the status of the local schools: 


The following are the teachers in the Town of Bridgewater: 
Grade 1 and one-half of Grade 2 — Miss Lynette Esdon, 22 
pupils; Grade 3 and one-half of Grade 2 — Mrs. Lucy Prior, 20 
pupils; at Bridgewater Corners School; Grade 4 — Mrs. Mabel 
Green, 12 pupils; Grade 5, 6 and 7 — 58 pupils are departmen- 
talized with Mr. Robert Edson teaching social studies, the 
language arts (English, reading and spelling) is divided be- 
tween Mr. Robert Esdon and Mrs. Mabel Green; Mr. Samuel 
Ezzo teaches the mathematics and science. There are 112 
pupils in grades 1 - 7 inclusive plus five elementary pupils 
from North Bridgewater who are assigned to the Woodstock 
Elementary School making a total of 117 pupils. The 15 eighth 
graders are sent to the Woodstock Elementary School. It wouid 
be impossible to accommodate them in Bridgewater because of 
lack of space and it would be necessary to hire another teacher 
The arrangement has worked out well as the Bridgewater bus 
not only transports the eighth grade pupils but part of the 
Woodstock Union High School pupils and Woodstock Elemeni- 
ary School pupils. 


As of September, 1963, the high school enrollment was 66. 
This was an increase of 3 pupils from last year and 19 pupils 
over a period of two years. The Woodstock Union High School 
cost per pupil has decreased from $689 in 1960 to an anticipated 
$616 for the coming school year. This is due to an increase 
in enrollment and additional tuition pupils. 


There were no repairs done during the past summer except 
for sanding some of the floors in the Bridgewater Village 
School. We hope to complete the refinishing of the other floors 
next summer. The pupils’ desks in the first and second grade 
room were refinished with formica tops at the Windsor Prison. 
We hope to have additional desks repaired and refinished this 
coming summer. 


Appreciation should be extended to all who have helped 
the hot lunch program at the Bridgewater schools. If it were 
not for the fine cooperation of the PTA, this program could not 
be successfully carried out.
